Americans have found the best 
polo ponies developed by breeding 
ponies from our cattle ranches in 
the great Southwest with thorough- 


bred racing stock. 
The Polo Association had $75,000 
from the receipts at the last inter- 


national match in 1914 to spend in 
preparation for the coming event. 
That amount and more will be spent 
on ponies and team expenses. In the 
past the American end of these in- 
ternational matches has been largely 
financed by Harry Payne Whitney, 
himself America’s greatest polo play- 


er. Each match has cost Whitney 
a fortune. 

A ead thing connected with the 
coming event will be the absence of 


players, killed in the war. Among 
these is Capt. Leslie Cheape, whose 
marvelous play in 1914 practically 
won for the British team. Still, En- 
| gland will not lack material, for polo 
is the great game in the British army 
all over the world, and the army de- 
velops about four high-ranking polo 
players for every one developed in 
America. 

Last summer eliminations were 
held at Westbury to get a line on the 
best candidates for the American 
team. One of the most promising 
‘was Tommy Hitchcock, youngest of 
a notable Long Island family well- 
known in connection with racing and 
amateur sport, a boy of 20.' Tommy 
was an American aviator, was cap- 
tured, but made a sensational escape 
from a German prison camp, getting 
into Switzerland on top of a German 
freight train.
